The decisive vote which defeated the 


refunding bill in the House has almost 
it not definitely settled any possibility 
of its ever being passed. As to the 
coorie that the Government will now 
take regarding ita liens on the roads is 
•imply s matter of speculation. 


It is probable that immediate steps 


will be taken to carry out the pro- 
viiiona of the existing law; bat whet her 
the Government will undertake to 
operate the roads or uot, is very doubt- 
ful. If, as is claimed, that some pow- 
erful eastern railroad interests aided 
materially in the defeat of the bill, 
there may be a scheme to buy in the 
properties, in the event of foreclosure 
and sale. If such should be the case 
and the roads are bid in by some 
powerful syndicate, at perhaps, only u 
fraction of the debt, it is doubtful if 
the Pacific Coast would be greatly ben- 
efited by the change. Again, there is 
nothing to prevent the present owners 
from bidding, and it ia possible that it 
will be found much easier for them to 
pay off the Government debt and still 
control the property than trying to 
manipulate Congress. 


What the outcome will be, cannot 


now be foretold with any certainty, but 
it is almost a unanimous belief among 
California people that no matter who 
gets control of the roads it cannot be 
any worse than it has been in the past 
and even should the present owners 
succeed in retaining possesioii, the 
crushing defeat of their pet measure in 
Congress and in behalf of the people 
will surely bring reforms and reduc- 
tions in rates that will be advant- 
ageous to the coast. 


KCONOMY NOT FAVORED. 


A resolution introduced in the Sac- 


ramento Legislature Tuesday favoring 
HO investigation of the extravagant out- 
lay of State money in the temporary 
organization of that body, charges 
having been made publicly to that 
effect, met with an inglorious defeat 
soon after being introduced. It is 
claimed that the members of the pros 
ent Legislature were elected on plat- 
forms advocating the most rigid econ- 
omy and reform. It seems that many 
of them changed their minds aftei 
reaching Suuramento and instead of 
cutting expenses and reducing the force 
of clerks and other attaches, the old 
methods were followed to the letter, 
and when it was found that there were 
not enough positions to accommodate 
the applicants, a few more were added 
for their benefit. 


The result waa that the organization 


of the present Legislature exceeded in 
cost and number of employees, the last 
session, which, in consideration of the 
platforms endorsed, and pledges made 
prior to election by the candidates for 
legislative honors, was a complete sur- 
prise. 


The resolution favoring an investiga- 


tion did not take well, and the majority 
concluded that economy, retrenchment 
and reform could be tried at a subse- 
quent session, but just at present it 
was out of the question and could not 
be considered for a moment. 


The present Legislative session in 


California bids fair to be one of the 
most expensive ever held in the State, 
and the indications are, that little ol 
importance to the welfare of the people 
will be accomplished. 


SHOULD BE ENCOVRAGKD. 


In another column Dr. Stubbs ex- 


tends an invitation to all men to meet 
at the Y. M. C. A. hall and organize a 
club for tho study of social, political 
and literary science and business 
topics. It is proposed to interest men ol 
all pursuits; meet, consult and discuss 
ways and means by which men can 
help themselves and help each other, as 
well as the community and State in 
which they live. Tho expense of such 
an organization will be comparative]}' 
nothing, and the information anc 
pleasure, not considering the benefit 
derived, will more- than repay one for 
the time spent in attending the meet 
ings. Besides all this it is a place to 
go and spend a pleasant hour in ex 
changing ideas on the various topics 
presented. Reno is large enough to 
support a club of this character, anc 
the advantages that can be gained by a 
thorough understanding of the needs 
of a community and by consultation as 
to the beat methods to secure them can 
hardly be ettimated. Tho value of such 
a club as a school in which to acquire 
knowledge, also confidence in express- 
ing one's self before others, is alone 
worth more than the money to the aver 
age man. 


The organization of such a club 


should meet with hearty approval aru 
as long as Dr. Stubbs has taken tb 
first step in the matter he should re 
ceive every encouragement.

An ArRiiment Why vhe United Slates 


Should Favor Free Coinage. 
= 


Ad vtocates of the single gold stand- 


ard often say that gold is the measure 
of exchange in civilized countries and 
silver the standard money in uncivi- 
lized, half-civilized, or, to be more 
moderate, in nations not in the front 
rank of advancement; and, we may 
draw the conclusion from what they 
claim that gold has a talismanic in- 
fluence in promoting the progress of 
civilization. 


If this is so what a misfortune it has 


been that its influence in the direction 
named was not discovered many cen- 
turies ago, and that the world groped 
along in ignorance of what would have 
caused man to reach the highest degree 
of civilization, if not at a bound, cer- 
tainly with a far greater rapidity. 


Except discoveries in 
electricity, 


chemistry, mechanics, in destructive 
weapons of war, and a few other things 
m the material world, there is now no 
more apparent civilization than there 
was eighty years ago when the gold 
standard was first adopted by any na- 
tion. There is not now any more 
honesty in business, nor social moral- 
ity, nor regard for human happiness, 
nor greater literary ability than therj 
was when Great Britain excluded silver 
as a standard value and made gold the 
autocrat in all business and monetary 
affairs. 


What nation, whether in Europe or 


America, has advanced ao rapidly in 
civilization as Japan ? Less than fifty 
years ago, the Japanese walled them- 
selves in against all the world, and to 
all nation? that country was a ten a in- 
cognita. This people were ignorant of 
the forms of government in all other 
countries, of financial and industrial 
systems, of mechanics, navigation, and 
of military and naval organization, and 
of tho science of modern war. In less 
than half a century, Japan, in all the 
fields mentioned, has gained a position 
but slightly inferior to the uppermost, 
and she has been and is exclusively a 
silver nation, and no other nation is 
more rapidly gaining m wealth. Mexico

gressed more rapidly since 1816, or in 
Germany since 1871, or in France since 
1872, or in the United States since 1873 
than before ? We would be glad to have 
a goldite point out in what respect, for 
we are unable to discover that it has 
progressed with accelerated velocity. 
If to bring about a condition, which to- 
day exists in Great Britain, where 
one-tenth of the population posses- 
ses nine-tenths of the wealth ol the 
country is evidence of a high degree of 
civilization, we concede goldism has a 
great civilizing power, or, as in this 
country where a few are very rich and 
the many are poor, then goldism has 
produced a towering civilization; but 
we do not consider such results as 
progress, but as retrogression, and as 
an evidence of u downward tendency 
towards barbarism, instead of a tend- 
eaoy upward towards a higher civiliza- 
tion and enlightenment. 


The argument in support of a titled 


and endowed ari°tomacy is that the 
world may have the benefit of a class 
of idle but cultured gentlemen. What 
benefit on aristocracy is, whether 
based on titles, privileges or wealth, or 
all of them may bo comprehensible to 
those thus favored, but it is utterly in- 
comprehensible to those who believe in 
human equality and the happiness of 
the general mass of the people. A 
money measure, too small for the 
wants of a people, which checks gen- 
eral enterprise and discourages in- 
dustry on the part of the masses,giving 
control of the best profit-yielding en- 
terprises to the few, cannot ba civiliz- 
ing, 
for oppression in every form and
